Battery  B,  7th  Battalion'  8th  Artillery,  la  not  at  the  station  Indicated 
In  the  plan  because  of  operational  requlrsMnta.  The  battery  is  currently 
located  at  BIEM  HOA.  The  2d  Battalion,  11th  Artillery  T)  and  3d 

Battalion,  l6th  Artillery  (l33Bt  are  under  the  operational  control  of 
Task  Force  ORBGOH  In  1  CTZ,  and  since  their  date  of  return  Is  unknown, 
they  do  not  appear  In  the  current  stationing  plan* 

a.  Secret  Message  13794*  COKUSMACV,  dated  1312COZ  May  &7» 
Subject,  General  Support  Artillery  for  TF  QHJfiGGM,  diverted  the  38  Bat¬ 
talion,  16th  Artillery,  prograimed  for  the  Third  Corps  Tactical  Zone,  to 
I  CTZ  for  attaohaent  to  TF  OREGON*  This  battalion  joined  the  2d  Battalion, 
11th  Artillery,  another  II  FFGRCEV  Artillery  Battalion,  which  previously 
deployed  In  April  with  TF  OREGON* 

b*  The  advance  party  of  the  7th  Battalion,  6th  Artillery 
(8**/173bb  bp)  arrived  in-country  on  20  June  1967*  Tbs  sain  body  arrived 
on  28  June*  The  battalion,  assigned  to  the  34^h  Artillery  Group,  becane 
operational  on  7  July  1967  vith  one  battery  deployed  at  BEN  LGC,  in  10N6 
AH  Province}  one  battery  at  BEAR  CAT  in  BIEN  HOA  Province;  and  a  third 
battery,  idilch  was  scheduled  for  deployaent  to  BONG  TAM,  In  BIHH  TBORG  Pro¬ 
vince  (IT  CTZ),  at  BIEN  HOA  to  aeet  present  operational  ooBiiitMents*  The 
deploynent  of  the  7th  Battalion,  6th  Artillery  Into  LONG  AH  and  the  IT 
Corps  area  will  provide  the  first  heavy  artillery  support  to  US  and  ARVN 
Fbrces  operating  in  these  areas* 

0*  Battery  B,  lat  Battalion,  63d  Artillery  previously  lo¬ 
cated  at  BEAR  CAT,  relocated  to  HAM  TAN  on  10  July  1967*  This  move  was 
Made  possible  as  Battery  B,  7th  Battalion,  8th  Artillery  became  opera¬ 
tional  at  BEAR  CAT*  The  deployments  discussed  in  paragraph  b,  above, 
and  the  relocation  of  Battery  B,  let  Battalion,  83d  Artillery  completed 
the  stationing  plans  for  heavy  artillery  during  Calendar  Year  1967* 

Present  heavy  artillery  coverage  of  the  III  CTZ  and  IV  Corps  is  shown  at 
Iholosure  3* 


d*  Pnev^S’ stationing  plans  indicated  the  intent  to  attach 
two  lO^em  T  battalions  directly  to  US  divisions*  Upon  arrival  of  the  6th 
BaUalion,  77th  Artillery  (lO^nm  T)  in  May  67,  the  battalion  was  assigned 
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to  II  fFCBCET  and  attached  to  the  2^tb  Infantry  iilrieion*  Secret  aeaaage, 
CCMUSHiCV,  dated  31122^2  Jan  67<  Subject,  IrtlUery  Mix  In  RVM,  diverted 
the  6th  Battelioo,  l^th  Artillery  (lO^wa  T)  froa  I  FFQRCSV  to  II  F7(SLQSf. 
The  battalion  arrired  in  May  67 »  vaa  assigned  to  II  K'dlCSV  and  attached 
to  the  1st  Infantry  DiYision.

3*  (C)  Assistance  to  ARVNe 


a*  ^iphasis  continues  to  be  placed  on  assisting  ARVN  Artil¬ 
lery.  During  this  period »  CG  II  FbXECEV  Arty,  the  Deputy  Conoander  and 
subordinate  conmandere  maintained  command  liairon  by  making  visits  to  ABW, 
R?/FF  and  ClDG  unit  comianders  and  advisors.  II  FFCBCKV  Ax'tillexy*s  ABVM 
Liaison  Officer  visits  III  Corps  Headquarters  daily,  providing  an  inter¬ 
change  of  infornation;  and  the  III  Corps  Henior  Artillery  Advisor  frequently 
coordinates  with  this  headquarters.  Closer  cooperation  is  evident  through¬ 
out  III  CTZ. 


b.  FSCE  personnel  from  this  headquarters  assisted  in  train¬ 
ing  RF/PF  personnel  in  observed  fire  procedures.  To  broaden  this  program, 
instructor  teams  have  been  formed  at  the  23d  and  34th  Artillery  Groups* 
These  tanas  vill  be  replaced  by  ARVN  Artillery  Teams  as  the  latter  are  or¬ 
ganised. 


c.  Throu^  coordination  with  this  headquarters,  the  Senior 
Artillery  Advisor,  III  Corps  Artillery  and  18th  ARVN  Division  Ar cillery, 
efforts  to  siiqplify  and  expedite  requests  for  fire  from  RF/PF  outposts 
vere  devised  by  fabrication  of  100  target  indicators.  This  device  aids 
in  identifying  the  coordinates  and/or  azimuth  to  any  target  threatening 
an  outpost.  (See  Inclosure  3} 

d.  During  the  reporting  period,  over  1,200  missions  vere 
fired  in  support  of  ARW  with  an  expenditure  of  approximately  9»000  rounds. 
Mutual  fire  support  is  planned  on  a  daily  basis  \diereby  ARVN  initiated 
targets  are  included  in  the  US  H&I  programs*  During  this  reporting  per¬ 
iod,  about  one  hundred  (IOO)  H&I  missions  were  fired  on  ARVN  initiated 
targets* 


e.  One  indication  of  progress  made  in  assisting  the  training 
of  ARVN  Artillerymen  is  the  significant  ARVN  support  provided  the  US  1st 
Infantry  Division  during  Operation  Billings.  The  3d  Platoon,  Battery  C, 
33th  Artillery  (l33nB  (ARVN)  fired  over  2,200  rounds  in  support  of  the 
1st  Division. 


f*  Gbe  factor  which  limits  ARVN's  ability  to  engage  in  in¬ 
dependent  offensive  operations  Is  the  lack  of  organic  artillery  support. 
Although  artillery  is  assigned,  it  is  normally  required  to  remain  in  fixed 
locations  to  provide  defensive  fires  for  military  installations,  hamlets, 
villages,  and  static  RF/PF  outposts*  Through  close  coordination  and  firs

6.  (3)  Aircraft  for  Artillery  Pnits. 

Inmiequate  organic  awAAtion  continues  to  hare  an  edrerse  effect 
on  the  artillery  ot.>erationa  of  II  FFGRCBV  Artillery.  This  is  particularly 
true  with  regard  to  helicopter  support. 

a.  In  Hay  19^6,  BA  announced  a  policy  that  all  oonbat  support 
units  would  be  deployed  without  aTiotion  support.  As  a  result y  one  artil« 
lery  group  headquarters  and  fiTe  artillery  battalions  deployed  to  RVR  minus 
their  organic  ariation  assets.  Additionallyy  the  3th  Bn  (AV)  (SP}9  2d 
Artillery,  OPCQM  to  U  FFGRCE7  Artillery,  and  HHB,  8th  TAB,  attached  to  II 
FfOOCE?  Artillery  are  not  authorized  any  aircraft* 

b.  Bus  to  the  eounterinsurgenoy  enrironment  in  RtA,  artil¬ 
lery  wits  of  the  23d  and  34th  Artillery  i^oups  and  the  3th  Bn  (AV)  (SP), 

2d  Artillery,  are  deployed  in  widely  dispersed  locations,  which  hare  insecure 
routes  of  oossninioationi*  Conducting  normal  oommand  and  control,  and  ad- 
ministratiTS  and  logistical  functions,  require  oonaanders  and  their  staffs 
tc  rely  primarily  on  air  transportation.  Insufficient  aircraft  support  pre- 
1  vita  0 (Wanders  from  exerting  timely  and  effective  supervision  on  sub¬ 
ordinate  unit  activities  in  the  areas  of  operations,  training,  discipline, 
maintenance  and  other  functions  of  command.  In  addition,  route  and  position 
xeoonnaissanoe,  and  visits  to  other  headquarters  in  order  to  coordinate 
the  employmant  of  batteries  is  severely  hampered.  All  of  the  above  factors 
create  extensive  command  and  control  problems,  the  solution  of  which  rests 
with  the  use  of  h^'ioopter  aircraft.  To  meet  these  additional  requirements, 
HTOB's  were  submi'«ved  by  artillery  units  outlining  the  additional  aviation 
support  required)  however,  due  to  a  BA  moratorium,  approval  of  these  MTOBis 
has  been  delayed. 


0.  Tc>  reduoe  the  aviation  support  pzoblema  for  oombat  sup¬ 
port  units,  II  FFGBOST  Artillery  allooatee  aviation  assets  to  subordinate 
units  from  present  II  FPORCEV  assets)  however,  this  is  an  intarim  meaeure 
and  does  not  fulfill  all  aviation  support  raquirementa.  Sxperienoe  gained 
thus  far  in  RVI  Indioates  that  fully  effeotive  artiUexy  operations  are 
not  feasible  without  adequate  aircraft  organio  to  groups  and  battalions* 
Approval  of  raquasted  MTOB  action  appears  to  ba  the  beet  solution  to  obtain 
the  required  levels  of  aviation  support  for  artillery  unites

8«  (C)  Introduction  of  Field. Artillery  Digital  Autonatic  Conputar. 

a.  A  YADAC  orientation  tean  arrived  at  Haadquartera,  II  FFCRCEY 
artillery  on  11  June  67  for  the  purpose  of  coordinating  the  introduction  of 
TADAC  equipnant  to  artillezy  unite  Ad  II  PFUICBY.  A  week  of  briefings  were 
aohedulad  to  give  ooananders  and  supervisors  an  orientation  on  the  capabili¬ 
ties  of  ?ADAC.  Also  discussed  was  the  expected  date  and  progran  of  issue. 

AH  US  Artillery  units  through  battery  level  are  scheduled  to  receive  FABAC, 
and  it  ia  expected  that  a  period  of  one  year  will  be  required  to  oonplete 
the  progran. 


b.  To  data,  the  23th  Infantry  Bivision  Artillery  received  the 
initial  issue  of  FABAC  equipnent,  and  their  equipnent  was  received  on  23 
July  67.  Concurrent  with  the  issue  of  this  equipnent,  a  five  day  training 
period  was  conducted  for  all  users  on  the  operational  aspects  of  FABAC.  Ad¬ 
ditional  baok-^p  naintenanoe  equipnent  was  issued  to  the  divisional  and  non- 
divisional  naintenanoe  battalions  in  order  to  provide  the  logistics  base  for 
the  FABAC  progran.  To  date,  firings  have  denonstrated  the  effectiveness  of 
the  ayaten.

10.  (U)  CiTil  Affairs. 

During  the  reporting  period#  significant  changes  occurred  whxcn 
haTe  had  a  direct  bearing  on  B4  II  7FCRCE7  Artillery's  Civil  Affairs  program.

6.  (U)  IMPLEMENTING  INSTRUCTIONS: 

a.  Operations  envisaged  in  paragraph  3  above  will  be  from  four  to 
eight  hours  in  duration.  In  executing  this  '’Shoot  and  Scoor"  concept,  t«ask  forces 
will  be  drawn  solely  from  organic  resources.  For  planning  purposes  300-500  lOSmn 
rounds  will  be  considered  adequate  for  accomplishment  of  the  assigned  mission. 

b.  II  FFORCEV  Artillery  will  provide  assistance  in  obtaining  aviation  support 
necessary  to  implement  the  concept  outlined  herein. 

c.  Programs  of  intelligence  will  be  intensified  with  the  view  of  devel¬ 
oping  suitable  targets  against  which  these  artillery  task  forces  might  be  profit¬ 
ably  employed.

1.  (0)  PtRFOSE:  This  circular  provides  guidance  and  inpleaenting 
instructions  for  tamdlingi  storage ,  and  eq>loyBent  of  IO5111S  Beehive  aanuni- 
tion  XK^. 

2.  (u)  CHBHERAL!  The  lO^xnn  Beehive  asanmition  is  highly  effective 
when  utilized  by  artillery  unite  in  attacking  large  concentrations  of  per¬ 
sonnel.  Because  of  its  esperimental  nature,  spread  in  coverage  and  high 
lethality,  utaost  care  i&ust  be  exercised  in  the  handling,  storage  and  ea- 
ployment  of  this  axaminition. 

3.  (C)  RESPOBBIBILITIES;  US/FKNKl?  artillery  coBBAnders  under  the 
operational  control  of  this  headquarters  ulll  use  the  foUoving  guidelines 
in  establishing  operational  procedures  with  respect  to  this  aomunition. 

a.  Handling  and  Storage. 

(1)  At  least  six  rounds  per  tube  of  Beehive  ananmition  will 
be  located  at  each  lO^nn  position. 

(2)  A  minimum  of  tvo  rounds  of  Beehive  amaunltion  will  be 
rexDDved  from  the  issued  fiberboard  container  and  available  for  isaiediate 
use  at  each  10^  howitzer  position.  To  prevent  deterioration  of  propel¬ 
lant  and  to  prevent  damage  during  transport,  units  will  fabricate  water¬ 
proof  containers  for  these  two  rounds.  Experience  has  shown  that  wet 
fiberboard  containers  became  unsatisfactory  as  storage  containers. 

(3)  All  Beehive  rounds  received  from  an  Ammunition  Si^ly 
Point  will  be  Immediately  Inspected  to  insure  all  rounds  are  serviceable 
and  that  the  fuze  is  set  on  muzzle  action.  The  fiber  containers  on  all 
but  the  ready  rounds  will  be  resealed. 

(4)  Beehive  ammunition  will  be  safeguarded  against  capture 
and  an  emergency  destruction  plan  will  be  prepeured  for  each  weapon  location 
and  unit  amnunition  dunp  containing  Beehive  anmunltion.  The  destruction 
materials  must  be  readily  available  at  or  near  the  location  of  the  aoaiuni- 
tion.
